THE SILVER BILL. 
PRESENT PROSPRCTS. 
Special Dispatch ta The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasurnetoy, D. C., Jan. 14.—The leading 
silver-men do not agree with the assurances of 
the goldites that the Silver bill has lost ground 
during the recess, and nas fewer votes in Con- 
gress. Onthe contrary, after conferring with 
the most prominent representatives of the 
silver question, it can be stated that they have 
abated none of their confidence. They claim that 
the silver cause has gained instead of losing 
votes; that Representatives discover by inter- 
course with their people during the holiday re- 
cess that the demand for the remonetiza- 
tion of silver is almost the unani- 
mous voice, of large sections of the 
country, and that there is no _ escape 
from this appeal of the people. There will be a 
meeting of the leading silver men to-morrow 
night, at which the present situation will be 
considered, and a pian for future action de- 
termined upon. 

SENATOR CHAFFEE’S VIEWS. 

As an illustration ot the effect of the silver 
agitation upon those who still oppose some fea- 
tures of the Bland bill, the following talk with 
Senator Chaffee, of Colorado, may serve. Mr. 
Chaffee, who is largely identified with the silver 
interest of Colorada, Faid: When I came here, 
at the beginning of the session, I did not expect 
to vote for the coimage of a silver dollar 
of 12 grains. I am of the opinion now, bow- 
ever, that the people of the country demand the 
remonetization of silver, and shall vote to re- 


store the silver dollar to just what it was before 


the demonetization act of 1873 was passed. 
There is no reason for 
THIS TREMENDOUS HUE AND CRY 
over the remonetization of silver. 1 am opposed 
to paying either the interest or principal of the 
public debt in silv@ér, or of any legislation 
which would tend to impair the pub- 
lic credit. We cannot coin enough sil- 
ver with our present mint capacity 
in four years to pay ove vear’s interest on the 
public debt. B remonetizing silver and put- 
ting, say, $50,000,000 or $100,000,000 in circula- 
tiou, I think no harm would be caused any one. 
There must be, of course, a limit to the coinage 
of silver. 
IN THE SENATE 

Bailey, of Tennessee, delivered a speech upon 
the Matthews resolution. Tlie speech was a very 
earnest one, but coptained No new arguments. 
The subject was the demopetization of silver. 
Bailey agreed with most of the silver men, that 
the act of demonctization was a gross outrage 
upon the people and a dishonest proceeding. 

The last expedient of the goldites is exhibited 
in the resolution of Senator Edmunds proposed 
as a substitute for the Matthews resolution. 


It strikes out all the provisions aiter the word 


interest. and would insert gold coin, with. the 
declaration that a contrary policy would be in 
violation of the public faith. These tactics will 


‘compel the first voteupon the direct proposition 


of Edmunds. It is simply 
A PARLIAMENTARY MANUEVRE, 
and the siver men will not be deterred either by 
the acumen of Sengtor Edmunds or by high- 
sounding words. 
MATTHEWS’ OFINION. 

Senator Matthews states that he believes the 
Bland Silver bill wauld pass the Senate by a 
large majority, aud he believes the Presi- 
dent will veto it. At one time he 
felt pretty well assured that, in the 
event of a veto, the Senate would pass 
it over that veto; Dnt, the New York influence 
having been strongly brought to bear on the 
Senate, he felt satisfied that the two-thirds vote 
necessary to carry it over the veto could not be 
secured, andin his judgment the bill would 
eventually fail.

DEMOCRATS IN COUNCIL. 
HOUSE PATRONAGE.

Wasnineotown, D. C., Jan. 16.— The Democrats 
held a caucus this afternoon to consider the 
patronage of the House.

IN THE HOUSE. 


A PROPOSITION TO ABOLISH PERMANENT APPRO- 
PRIATIONS. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune. ° 

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 14.—Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that more bills have been intro- 
duced this session, than at a similar stage of 
any previous session. three hours were required 
in the House to-day to call States for bills. 
These covered every variety of subject, and were 
to a great extent duplications of bills already 
introduced. Among the most important ones 
was a bill by Mr. Foster, of Ohio, member of 
the Appropriations Committee, proposing to re- 
peal all permanent appropriations, except those 
of the Sinking Fund and for interest on all pub- 
lic debt. This will disturb many bureaus of 
the Government service which have been

many years. The scope of these permanent 
appropriations has been very extensive. They 
include the “expenditures of the Smithsonian 
Institution, the expenses of collecting customs 
revenues, for equipping the State militia, the 
expenses of various ag oe eng ee funding 
of the national debt, the Sinking Fund and in- 
terest on the public debt, interest on various 
Pacitic railway stocks, for refunding claims 
upon the Treasury for drawbacks, tor the re- 
demption of stamps, for refunding duties un- 
der the warehouse system, the Marine Hospital 
establishment, soldiers’ bounties, National 
Asylum for Disabled Volunteers, and for a con- 
siderable number of other subjects. 
THE WOMEN 

had a brief hour in the Ho to-day and were 
present to learn that it wis their last. Judge 
Kelley presented himself as champion, and 
asked to set aside a day to have them present 
in person their petitions. A two-thirds vote in 
favor of the proposition was necessary to pass 
it, but it was defeated by ayes, 107; noes, 160. 

The negative votes were many of them given 
with a great deal of vigor, and Mrs.«Beecher- 
Hooker aad her following from the galleries 
could not fail to note the earnestness of those 
who are opposed to them. Women like Mrs. 
Hooker kissed her neighbors when there were a 
number of favorabie votes in succession. There 
were no speeches, but the emphatic negative 
satisfied the woman-suffragists 
that they never will be received by this Con- 
gress. he truth is, the leaders have not left a 


favorable impression even upon the prominent 


men who were disposed to give them recog- 
nition, The champions of the movement have been 
rather audacious in manner ana intemperate in 
speech, and have misrepresented a good many 
of the men whose influence they have sought. 
In order that the feelings of the women might 
not be too deeply wounded, the House consent- 
ed to set apart a time for the introduction of 
memorials on the woman-suffrage movement. 
This took much less time than had been ex- 


pected. 
So far as the Senate goes, Senator Edmunds 


is determined that the question shall not again 
be raised, and to-day gave notice of a proposed 
amendment to the rules providing that under 
no circumstances shail anybody be permitted to 
present petitions in person.

COMMITTEE- WORK. 
AN IMPORTANT CLAIM BILL. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Iribune, 

Wasuincoton, D. C., Jan. 14.—A very impor- 
tant bill is now before the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee, and will soon be taken up for action. 
It provides that all claims against the Govern- 
ment, of whatever nature or standing, shall be 
referred to the Court of Claims for adjudica- 
tion. This bill is of the most senational char- 
acter, and will take from every department of 
the Government claims arising out of their 
business, including pensions, bountées, Southern 
claims, and everything of that character. 
The bill was iutroducca by Mr. 
Frye, by request of the Washington 
lawyers. When the bill comes up 
for action in the Committee, each Cabinet offi- 
cer will be asked to appear before the Commit- 
tee and give his views. The Attorney-General 
is strongly opposed to the proposition, but it 
seems to have many friends, particularly iu the 
South.

Representative Willis, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Expenditures of the Naval Depart- 
ment, called on the Secretary of the Navy and 
notified him that he should begin the inqury 
iuto the Navy Department at once. The Secre- 
tary told Mr. Willis be should be giad to have 
him begin, and would furnish bim with every 
facility. The Secretary offered the Chairman a 
room in the Department fur the use of his Com- 
mittee, and that all the booksand papers should 
be turned over to him. The Secretary thought 
it was preferable to removing the documents to 
the Capitol. and Mr. Willis accepted the propo- 
sition. The first meeting of the Committee 
will be held to-morrow.

difficulty has never been as to the. existence 
of this power, but as to what is to 
be deemed an encroachment .upon it, 
and it may de safely said that State 
legislation seeks to impose a direct 
burden upon inter-State commerce, or to inter- 
fere directly with its freedom, epcroaches upon 
the exclusive power of Congress. The statute 
in question occupies this position.

THE STORM.

Cotumsus, O., Jan. 14.— The day dawned 
dark and dreary. The storm of rain which had 
prevailed during the past two days changed to 
snow. The trains during the night and early 
morning were packed with people coming to 
take part in the inaugural festivities. As carly 
as 10 o’clock the streets became packed with 
strangers, notwithstanding a drizzling rain and 
snow storm that has prevailed all day. The en- 
thusiasm has been at fever heat. The hotels 
and State-House have been packed by crowds 
eager to escape the storm raging without. The 
restaurants and other places where Democratic 
drinks, straight and mixed, were compounded 
have done a flourishing business. The average

IN TWENTY YEARS. 
The question was asked. Why not celebrate? 

We may never have the op- 
portunity again,” aud with a rah for 
Bishop!“ another bumper was drank, and thus 
a large number have honored our new Governor, 
Uncle Dick.“ The military parade, just after 
dinner, was a most imposing spectacle. Per- 
haps at no time since the war has there been 
anything that equaled it in numbers and 
thoroughness of drill.

THE ABSURDITY 
of his staff appearing in full uniforms of Gen- 
erals, Colonels, and Aides-de-Camp before they 
were sworn into office is one of those topics 
which will interest the plain-spoken Democrat 
who has beeu long laboring to put down wmili- 
tary usurpation. The inaugural address was de- 
livered in the rotunda of the Capito! at 4 o’clock. 
SUMMARY OF THE ADDRESS. 

Referring to the present financial distress of 
the country, Gov. Bishop urges the impor- 
tance of economical living and judicious legisla- 
tion. The work of reform must begin in the 
State Government; hence he earnestly calls at- 
tention to the necessity of such enactments as 
will secure an honest administration and rigid 
economy in all the departments of State service. 

Closely related to the matters already con- 
sidered, is what is usually called 

THE LABOR QUESTION, 
and which has recently been forced upon public 
attention with very decided emphasis. 

The Governor hopes that it will receive a 
most thorough aud candid consideration. The 
proper adjustment of capital and labor has Jong 
occupied the most thoughtful attention of some 
of the wisest statesmen and profoundest phi- 
losophers. And ina country like ours, where 
prosperity depends so much upon this adjust- 
ment, it is not strange that every earnest patriot 
should feel anxious to reach the wisest con- 
clusions in reference to this important matter. 
It should be vour purpose, as far as possible, to 
avoid all distinctively class legislation; for, as a 
general rule, this kind of legislation is ruinous 
to the dest interests of the country. In fact, 
too much of it is one of the evils with which we 
are at present cursed.“ 

PUBLIC WORKS. 

The present condition of the public works 
should be carefully and thoroughly investi- 
gated. Recently there has been considerable 
excitement growing out of the fact that the 
lessées of these works have virtually repudiated 
their contract with the State. The matter has 
been submitted to the courts for adjudication, 
and, thoagh a decision may be reached at an 
early day, still the whole subject is of such yital 
importance that they should not fail to give it 
a full and candid investigation, not only as re- 
gards the contract referred to, but as regards 
what shall be done with these works for the 
future. 

In reference to 

THE PRISON SYSTEM 

of the State, he would call attention to an im- 
portant suggestion made by the Board of State 
Charities in its recent annual report. The re- 

t recommends that another State-Prison be 
immediately erected, with the capacity for not 
exceeding prisoners. This prison to be a 
reformatory, in which the younger prisoners, 
and those not confirmed in the habit of crime, 
are to be treated with a view to their reforma- 
tion. It is also recommended that district 
workhouses, where every convicted criminal 
shall be compelled to work and earn his living, 
should be added to the prison system. 

The improvement of the navigation of the 

OHIO RIVER 

is properly the business of the General Gov. 
ernment; nevertheless, it is a matter in which 
the citizeus of our State are deeply interested, 
and, as it has been the habit to give some at- 
tention to it, the Legislature should, during its 
present session, give it such consideration as its 
importance may demand. 

e Registration law, as passed by the last 
Legislature, upon a fair trial, proved to be not 
only inconvenient and troublesome, but ex- 
tremely expensive. It should, therefore, either 
be repealed, or so amended as to make it more 
acceptable to the people. 

There are at least 

THREE PUBLIC GRIEVANCES 
which should receive the same preiiminary 
treatment: an uncqual, unjust, aul therefore, 
comparatively unproductive system of taxation; 
a clumsy, exc dilatory, and generally 
odious system of courts or judiciary; and a 
confused, extravagant, and badly-managed sys- 
tem of municipal, or city and town government. 
The Governor does not enlarge upon the im- 
portance of these subjects now, further than to 
say that, should they be able to find and pro- 
vide remedies which will give fair taxes, specdy 
justice, and economy in city government, they 
will undoubtedly perform a work for the State 
which will command and receive the cordial ap- 
probation of all honest and good citizens.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


Seventh Annual Report of the 


Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners. 


Extreme Unwillingness of the Corpora- 
tions to Bow to the Popu- 
lar Will. 


A Reproduction of Such Statistics ns the 
Commissioners Have Secured. 


Details of the Present Division of Freight 
Coming from New York, 


A Heeting to Regulate Bast-Bound Traffic to Be 
Held in Chicago To-Morrow. 


THE COMMISSIONERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chisago Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 14.—Advance sheets 
of the seventh annual report of the Railroad 
and Warchouse Commissioners for the year end- 
ing July 1 were given to the public to-day. 
The Commissioners complain of the incompe- 
tency of the returns made to them by the rail- 
roads, and say: The fact that no uniform sys- 
tem of account-keeping is observed by the rail- 
road companies does not satisfactorily explain 
the tardiness of the companies in making their 
reports to this Commission, nor the imperfec- 
tions peculiar in some degree to nearly all 
offices.” 

Under the head of returns by Receivers the 
Commissioners say that, as a rule, the reports of 
the Receivers are the least satisfactory of all. 
They except the St. Louis & Southeastern 
Railroad, operated by Receiver Wilson. 

The total number of miles of the fifty-one 
railroad companies reporting is 7,433%{ ; bridges 
and trestles, 5,4683¢ feat. Thirty-two roads use 
the air brake, and eighteen the ordinary hand- 
brake, and two don’t think it the Commission- 
ers’ business to know what kind they use. The 
aggregate number ot employes is 61,212, being 
7,082 less than were reported in 1876. The 
Lake Shore & Michigan Southern has the largest 
number, 9,551, while the Sycamore & Court- 
land has the smallest, 10. 

Toe number of miles run by trains of all 
kinds was 75,560,712. The total amount of 
freight carried was 26,475,136 tons, with 7,429,- 
417 as the proportion for Illinois. 

The total net earnings of the entire lines were 
$42,449,218.14; in Lilinois, $15,226,298.19. The 
floating debt of the fiftv-one railroad companies 
reporting is $585,747,866 
porting the greatest cost of constructing is the 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago—$S0,736.30 

er mile. The Havana, Rantoul & Eastern 

road, narrow gauge, reports the lowest 
$5,032.42 per mile. 

During the late strikes of railroad employes, 
it was said that the wages of the subordinates 
and laborers had been cut down, while tue 
salaries of the higher officers had been main- 
tained or increased. In view of this discussion, 
answers to the salary question would have 
been of general interest. The failure to 
repy to it may impress upon the public 
min the belief that the econom- 
ical effort of railroad managers, even 
when such efforts result in starvation wages for 
subordinates, do not often interfere with their 
own income.

REGULATING EAST-BOUND TRAF- 
FIC. 

The General Managers of the various roads 
leading East from this city will hold another 
meeting in this city to-morrow to take action, 
in conjunction with the Western Pool Commis- 
sioners, in regard to the future maintenance of 
East-bound freight rates. The roads seem to 
be anxious now tHat there should be no further 
ung, Mr. N. Guilford, the Western Pool 
Commissioner, stated yesterday that no more 
leniemy will be shown to roads violating the 
tariff rates, and if any of them are detected in 
dishonest dealings they will be regulated with- 
out mercy. 

The difliculty in regard to rates from Milwau- 
kee was adjusted yesterday, the Western Com- 
missioner deciding that the all-rail rates from 
that point should be the same as those from 
Chicago. A difference of two and one-half cents 
will be allowed to the Detroit & Milwaukee and 
the Flint & Pere Marquette for the present. 
There is a probability, however, that this differ- 
ence may be reduced before long. 

ITEMS. 

The General Freight Agents of the roads lead- 
ing Kast from this city held a meeting vesterday 
morning at the freight office of the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne & Chicago Railroad, for the pur- 
pose of adjusting the rates to interior points be- 
tween Chicago and Pittsburg, Buffalo, etc., on a 
different basis. Afteralong discussion ft was 
found to be inexpeaient to make any change at 
present, and it was decided to adhere to the 
present tariff until a readjustment of rates 
should become more necessary. 

There is on exhibition at the General Passen- 
Agent’s office of the Lake Shore & Michigan 
thern Railroad, in this city, the finest 

bulletin-board ever gotten up. It is about 
seven fect high and three feet wide. The frame 
is of heavy black- walnut, with gilt edges, and 
the name of the road is painted on glass in high- 
ly artistical style. In the centre of the board is 
a splendid oil-painting showing a fast mail train 
in motion. It is designed for the Cincinnati 
office of this road. 

The cornu which is just now arriving in this 
city is said to be in a very unmerchantable and 
wet condition. This is accounted for by the as- 
sertiomthat the farmers are trying to get rid of 
that portion which they were unable to store in 
cribs, and was therefore damaged by the wet 
and warm weather which has prevailed during 
the winter. The corn which has been properly 
stored is believed to be still in prime condition, 

The claim agents of the various roads in the 
United States and the Canadas will hold a Con- 
vention at the Tremont House to-day, for the 
purpose of forming an organization, the object 
of which is to take united action in settling 
claims of all kinds hereafter. Representatives 
from nearly all the roads are expected to be 
present. 


A COLORED EXODUS. 


Views of President Hayes on the Proposed 
Emigration of Negroes from Florida to San 


Domingo. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 


New York, Jan. 14.—A Washington special 
to the Tunes says: The colored people of Flor- 
ida have given considerable attention to the 
subject of improviag their condition by emi- 
grating from the country. An organ- 
ization of 5,000 has deen effected, 
and the Rev. Mr. Sturks has been seut 
by them to investigate the advantages of Hayti 
and San Domingo. He has obtained a great 
deal of information, but has been undecided as 
to what was best for the colored men to do. He 


had an interview with the President to-day, and 


laid the situation before him. The President 
embodied his views on the question in a brief 
letter to Mr. Sturks, of which the following is a 
copy: 

Executive Mansion, Jan, 14, 1878.—The Rev. 
Mr. Sturks—Drar Sin: 1 have given some consid- 
eration to your question as to the emigration of 
colored peopie from Florida to San Domingo. I am 
not well informed as to the advantages offered by 
San Domingo to immigrants, but my impres- 
sion is that your people should not 
be hasty m deciding to leave this country. The 
mere rence in climate is a very serious objec- 
tion to removal. The frst generation. in all euch 
removals, suffer greatly. It is my opinion, Also, 
that the evils which now affect you are likely 
steadily, and, I hope, rapidly, to diminish. My 
advice is, therefore, against the proposed emi- 
gration.

they get through with it. 
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SILVER SOLD AND REMAINING IN GER- 
MANY 


When the German Government in 1871 
decided to change from tho silver to the 
gold standard, silver was at a small pre- 
mium in gold on the basis of 15} to 1, and 
doubtless it was considered that the ex- 
change could be made readily and certainly 
without loss. The execution of the change 
was placed at the discretion of the Govern- 
ment. Silver, in view of the expected 
change, declined somewhat in value, but as 
late as 1875 had not so seriously declined as 
to attract much attention in this country. 
During 1875 the German Government gave 
notice of the execution of the law, and silver 
declined rapidly under the demand for gold, — 
estimated as amounting to from 53300, 000, 
000 to $400,000,000. This demand for gold 
was far in excess of the ordinary supply. It 
was a demand exceeding the entire produc- 
tion of the world for four years. It 
was a demand calling for the whole 
gold production of the world for four years, 
and drawing on the stock on hand in addi- 
tion. This extraordinary demand for gold 
offered silver in exchange in a market where 
silver is not money. The act of Germany 
placed, or was supposed to place, $400,000, - 
000 silver on the London market in excess of 
what commerce needed, and called for an 
equal amount of gold in excess of the world’s 
surplus stock. Hence the advance of gold 
as an exchange for silver. 

If, during 1878, there should from any 
cause be an extraordinary demand for an 
amount of cotton equal to the aggregate of 
even one crop in addition to the ordinary 
annual demand, the price of cotton would 
advance, and the value of gold as an ex- 
change for cotton would proportionately de- 
cline, just as the extraordinary demand for 
gold has increased the value of that 
commodity as an exchange for the 
silver offered for it. When that ex. 
traordinary supply of cotton has been 
satisfied, and the annual product prove 
sufficient to meet the annual demand, the 
relative values of gold and cotton would be 
restored to their ordinary proportion. 80, 
when Germany shall have parted with all its 
silver that it nds to sell and has obtained 
the gold it has @ought, nothing will be more 
natural than the restoration of the ordinary 
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Southern Germany, Of the silver coins of 
Southern Germany (all now retired) it was 
found that 25 per cent had disappeared. 
Applying the same loss or disappearance to 
the coin of the thaler standard, the following 
result is reached :

It will be seen that the whole German 
surplus silver was reduced to $67,000,000 on 
the Ist of December, 1877, or only $17,000,- 
€00 more than is authorized to be @oined in 
this country by the Silver bill as proposed to 
be amended by the Senate Committee. If 
that bill be passed, the immediate demand 
for $48,000,000 of silver by the United 
States would speedily reduce the surplus of 
German silver to nothing. 

The total new money coined in Germany 
up to Dec. 15, 1877, was of the denomina- 
tions and 2 following: 


Silver coins (outstanding) 
Nickel coins, about 
Copper coins, about. 2, 500, 000 


This gold coinage, together with the 
$67,000,000 more to be coined, will show the 
magnitude of the extraordinary demand for 
gold by Germany, and will explain why sil- 
ver, which alone was offered in exchange for 
the gold, should have declined in value in 
gold. As this extraordinary demand for 
gold will not survive the present year, the 
forced sale of silver will stop, and the two 
metals will resume their ordinary relative 
values—certainly if silver be remonetized 
in this country. 

THE BALANC.: OF TRADE IN ENGLAND. 

The apparent balance of trade against En- 
gland in the last twenty-four years is shown 
by the following table: 


In view of these figures, certain New York 
editors have inquired, What becomes of the 
balance-of-trade theory? It is immaterial 
what becomes of that theory. The discus. 
sion concerning it has been so much.con- 
fused by loose definitions that few persons 
understand the terms of the dispute. Sup- 
posing the balance of trade to mean that 
every nation pays for its imports by its ex- 
ports. The English returns seem to show 
that Great Britain has been making good the 
balances against her by shipping specie. But 
this is contradicted by the facts. Instead of 
being drained of specie, Great Britain is the 
largest reservoir of specie in the world. The 
balances must, then, have been paid in some 
other way. 

They have been partly paid by the profits 
of the middlemen. In other words, the re- 
turns have been falsified by an incorrect sys- 
tem of computing values. Exports have 
been appraised at the point of production; 
imports at the point of destination. Coal 
has been reckoned at the pit’s mouth, cut- 
tlery at Sheffield, prints at Birmingham; 
while the cotton, breadstuffs, and sewing- 
machines which these articles have purchased 
have been valued at Liverpool, where the 
cost of carriage, insurance, and two profits 
are added to the original cost. England has 
the benefit of the carrying trade both ways. 
It is conceivable that acargo of English 
manufactured cottons should purchase in 
South America acargo of raw cotton and 
wool that would represent at Liverpool twice 
the value of the original investment. The 
balance of trade would apparently be to this 
extent against Great Britain, whereas it 
would in reality be richer by the profits on 
the trade and the wages of capital and labor 
employed in transportation. 

Another deduction from the apparent bal- 
ances against Great Britain must be made on 
account of the investments of that country 
in the securities of foreign countries. The 
effect of such investments is to bring back 
an enormous annual tribute, estimated at 
£100,000,000, from all the countries of the 
world. These returns are not represented 
wholly in builion, but in merchandise which 
is sent forward against bills of exchange. 
The products of any country being 
cheaper there than coin with exchange 
added, they will be forwarded to meet the 
interest account of that people in Lombard 
street. A large part of the imports into 
Great Britain represent merely the tribute 
which foreign countries are compelled to 
pay to the superior sagacity and thrift of the 
English nation. 

England is not growing poorer, although 
she is representéd as constantly having a 
balance of trade against her. Nor is she 
losing her stock of coin. She is taking her 
own with usury. Bastiat said with much 
force that a nation might always have a bal- 
ance of trade in its favor” by taking all 
its products into mid-ocean and sinking them 
there. England has chosen to suffer what- 
ever economical hardship there may be in 
having the returns against her, while she 
has derived an enormous profit from the 
transaction. While the English flag floats on 
every ocean and the American flag is seldom 
seen on any, the balance of trade is largely 
against the former country and in favor of 
the latter. The difference is greater on 
our side, because our exports bring to the 
country in wealth only the sums paid at the 
ports of delivery. We part with an extra 
share of merchandise to pay the English for 
taking the goods to market and bringing 
others back. The balance of trade is conse- 
quently not accurately reckoned in custom- 
house returns. Any arguments based on 
this theory without due allowances are 
likely to be erroneous. 
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THE OPTION TO PAY GOLD ol GOLD OR SILVER. 
When ALAN Hamittron and Tuomas 


JEFFERSON devised the system of American 
coinage they adopted the metallic plan for 
the express and direct purpose of securing to 
the American people, as a protection against 
all fluctuations in the relative value of gold 
and silver, the option to pay debts in coin of 
either metal. In 1808 France, whose cur- 
rency had been mainly paper for many years, 
made the five-franc silver coin the unit of 
values and the legal-tender, with the con- 
current coinage of gold, also a legal-tender, 
There, too, the bi-metallic system was adopt- 
ed to protect the country against any future 
fluctuations in the values of the two metals, 
France has retained her system to this day, 
and by the aid of her silver coin was able to 
meet the installments of the German indem- 
nity, and has been able ever since to main- 
tain her paper at nearly par with coin, 
and was able to resume 

payments on the Ist of January, 1878. We 
continued the system in this country until in 
1876 the people were astounded with the in- 


formation that in 18738—'4 we had abol- | 
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down to 1834 was not in general use; it was 
worth more as bullion than it was as coin, 
and was exported, the silver remaining as 
the general coin in circulation in the coun- 
try. At that time Congress did not as it is 
now proposed vote to put more silver in the 
silver dollar, nor did it demonetize silver ; it 
voted to reduce the amount of gold in the 
gold coin, thereby reducing the value of 
the gold eagle or $10 coin to the value of 
about $9.75 in silver coin. The gold coin 
which was thus debased and reduced 2} 
per cent below the silver dollar, which had 
previously been at a discount in gold, be- 
came the cheaper coin, and silver, being 
worth more as metal than as coin, was ex- 
ported, and gold then, because cheaper, be- 
came the general ‘coin in circulation. For 
forty years gold, continuing all that time to 
be of less value in our coinage than the sil. 
ver, was used to pay debts. Any man could 
take his gold or silver to the mint and have 
it coined; but holders of silver sold it as 
metal and bought the cheaper gold and had 
the latter coined. 

The wisdom and foresight of those who 
had established the bi-metallic system, giving 
the country the option to use either coin, 
enabled the people of the United States 
from 1834 to 1878 to use the cheaper gold 
coin, worth about 97} cents on the dollar in 
silver, to pay all their debts. The large dis- 
coveries of gold about 1850 so reduced the 
relative value of gold that in France gold 
was extensively coined, and for a timo dis- 
puted with silver for the general circulation 
of the country. Being a legal-tender and 
cheaper than silver, it formed a large part of 
the national currency. Up to 1873 the 
people of the United States and of France 
enjoyed the advantages of the bi-metallic 
system,—using the option of paying in 
the cheaper coin. From 1861 to 1865 
the United States.incurred an immense 
national debt, payable in gold and silver 
coin, at the option of the Government. Ia 
1870 and 1871 France incurred a debt of 
almost equal proportions, payable at the op- 
tion of the Government in silver or 
gold coin. In 1874 the United State 
abolished legal-tender silver dollars, and 


resume specie payments, while France, tak- 
ing advantege of the temporary decline of 
silver, has been coining legal-tender five-franc 
pieces, and has been able to resume specie 
payments within less than seven years after 
the close of the war. ‘The United States, ai 
the end of thirteen years of peace, is seem- 
ingly as far from specie payments as ever. 
France has enjoyed and has freely exercised 
the option of paying her debts in silver, and 
France has not lost credit by so doing. 
When the time came that the United States 
might have enjoyed and exercised the option 


of paying in either coin it was discovered 


that Congress had, unknown to itself, re- 
pealed the option,—the vital purpose for 
which the bi-metallic system had been es- 
tablished. 

La any man ask h m self what would have 
been the condition of affairs had silver not 
been demonetized in 1873-'4. The coinage 
of silver dollars would have been resumed m 
1875-’6, and continued in 1877, and from 
$60,000,000 to $80,000,000 of silver legal- 
tender dollars would have been coined by this 
time. Does any man suppose that a measure 
to demonetize silver in 1875, or 1876, or 
1877, would have been tolerated by the 
people? Such a measure could have for its 
only purpose the addition of from 20 to 30 
per cent of every form of indebtedness, pub- 
lic and private. Wouldany Congress venture 
to brave the country by passing such an act ? 
It would be a crime like the removing of 
ancient land-marks. The country has woke 
up to the fact that in the night these 
land-marks, erected for the protection of the 
public, have been removed, and the question 
18, Shall they be restored or shall the fraud 
have full effect? Shall that legislation be 
allowed to stand which, if proposed now as 
an original measure, would be unanimously 
rejected? Shall the people be robbed of 
the great optional right secured to them ix 
the legislation by the founders of the Gov- 
ernment? Had this option been left undis- 
turbed, the country would now have the sil- 
ver in use es legal-tender, just as it had gold 
from 1834 to 1873; and an effect of this 
would have been an increase in the value of 
silver bullion, and the practical placing of 
the silver dollar on a par with the gold dol- 
lar, and specie payments would now be a 
matter of easy accomplishment. 


ANOTHER THEORY OF HELL, 

In discussing the subject of endless pun- 
ishment, it would manifestly be as unbe- 
coming for Tun Curcaco Trisunz, a sccu- 
lar newspaper devoted to the affairs of the 
world, to indorse or advocate any particular 
dogma about Hell, as it would be for 
religious newspapers, devoted to the affairs 
of a better world, to advocate Government 
subsidies or Congressional patronage. There 
is, however, a field which the secular paper 
can consistently occupy with reference to 
this question. It may record what is said 
and done, and suggest. new avenues of in- 
vestigation. This becomes all the more 
necessary because religious papers, being the 
champions of peculiar dogmas, cannot go 
out of their own bailiwicks. In pursuance 
of this duty, Tae Cuicaco Trisunz yester- 
day presented to its readers the views of six- 
teen clergymen of various denominations in 
this city upon Hell. Some of them favored 
the literal, eternal Hell of brimstone ; some a 
mental Hell ; some, a Hell of limited dura- 
tion; and some, no Hell at all. All de- 
grees of belief were expressed, from the uni- 
versal, endless punishment theory of 
Avoustinz to the universal restoration theory 
of Oman. Surveying these sermons in the 
most comprehensive manner, it ot be 
said that they solve the great problem. In 
point of fact, they only open the discussion, 
and the curious reader, whose own mind is 
unsettled, who sought for a solution by read- 
ing them all, was probably even more torn 
up when he got through than when he com- 
menced. If he was in doubt when he com- 
menced, he must have been in despair when 
he ended. 5 

That this discussion, however, may not be 
fruitless, and that it may be as comprehen- 
sive as possible in its scope, Taz Curcaco 
Tame now suggests to the clergymen, as 
an eminently proper theme for their next 
sermons, a view of the question which not 
one of them has touched, and yet one which 
is very significant and which stands in their 
way more dangerously than Universalism.

Solicitous to have this important question 
investigated, with the hope that it may 
throw some new light upon the question, 
Tux CuicaGo Trung suggests it to the 
Calvinistic, Methodist, and Universalist cler- 
gymen as a very significant subject for their 
sermons. It adds to the impressiveness and 
imperativeness of the theme that the advo- 
cates of the theory base their defense not 
upon extraneous evidence alone, but upon 
the declarations of the Scriptures, as well as 
upon natural and scientific analogies. With- 
out expressing any opinion upon their tru 
or falsity, we submit to them some of the 
considerations which the defenders of the 
theory have advanced: 

1. May not the doctrine of Darwin, that 
only the fittest survive, a doctrine based 
upon the natural principles of science, apply 
to the future destiny of man? Of what use 
is it for the Almighty to keep the refuse and 
rubbish, whichshould be burned in Gehenna, 
merely for the sake of torturing it? Of what 
use is it for the Almighty to continue souls 
in existence whom He cannot make into 
angels and whom He would not make into 
devils? Would not this theory of annihila- 
tion deter men from sin as effectually as the 
doubt whether one is to be punished forever 
or only to endure the pangs of purgatory? 
2. Is got the infliction of pain throughout 
an eternity an unjust punishment for any 
conceivable amount of sin? Has not the 
Almighty implicitly promised atime when 
all things shall be good and iniquity 
shall end? 3. Is there not evidence to 
show that the theory of endless punish- 
ment in a literal Hell originated with 
Avousting? 4. What is the significanco 
of the word Hell”? The Hebrew ‘‘ Sheol” 
and the Greek Hades mean that which is 
iy darkness, and have the general meaning of 
death. Gehenna, which is used by Curist 
as the symbol of Hell, was the place outside 
Jerusalem where the refuse of the city was 
burned and wholly consumed, and, as Mr. 
Hotmes shows, this is the only word used in 
connection with the doom of the wicked to 
illustrate it. 5. Immortality was lost 
through sin in the Garden. After eating of 
the fruit of the tree of knowledge, Apam and 
Eve discovered good and evil, then the Lorp 
banished them from Eden, lest he put 
forth his hand and take also of the tree of 
life and live forever.” 6. The loss of exist- 
ence after death is taught in scores of texts 
in the Old Testament, and was foretold by 
the Prophets. It is taught with dqual force 
in the New Testament, and the Apostles 
preached it. All the illustrations of the Old 
and New Testaments favor the theory. The 
wicked are spoken of as being like 
the beasts that perish; consumed like the 
fat of lambs in the fire; vanishing away 
like exhausted waters; like tares consumed ; 
like chaff burned up; like a dry branch re- 
duced to ashes, etc., etc. It would not be 
consistent with our purpose to quote all the 
texts, illustrations, and prophecies that 
might be cited in favor of this theory, and 
which tend to disprove both Avaustixe’s 
and Ox1emzn’s dogmas. We only present the 
barest outline of the arguments, which cer- 
tainly present a case strong enough to war- 
rant our clergymen in investigating it. It is 
too significant a hypothesis to be omitted, 
now, that the entire subject of Hell has 
come up for review and possible revision. 
It challenges the doctors of theology, and 
confronts not one sect, but all. 


Revolutionary Society. is dead. He was born 
in 1801 in the Island of Hydra, of which his 
father was Governor.

Gold is lower to-day that it has been since May, 
1862, being 1024. This means that our green- 


backs are now within & cents of par with gold, 
This is an index of our improved national credit. 


This is really an index of industrial and com- 
mercial paralysis, together with a cessation of 
outflow of gold to Europe. The “credit” of 
the Government depends on its solvency, upon 
its ability and willingness to pay*he interest on 
its debts, and on the prosperity of its people. 
In these respects the credit of the Govern- 
ment is no better certainly than it was before 
the panic, when gold was at a premium of 12 
or 13 above greenbacks; no money-lender 
doubted its solvency or willingness to pay then 
any more than now, or so much perhaps. 
Business is stagnant; money is idle; men are 
afraid to borrow, because the value of real 
estate is paralyzed, and the price of merchan- 
dise shrinking, whiie debts are growing heavier 
and harder to pay, and greenbacks are Becoming 
more costly. But is this a state of things 
to boast of, or to desire a continuance of ? Yct 
there are certain ignorant, unrefiecting news- 
papers who are just silly enough to clap and ab- 
plaud this distressed condition of the country, 
and cali it improving national credit.

Economy is pretty slow in New York, the 
appropriations of the city for 1878 being still 
over $30,000,000—a reduction of less than a 
million on those for 1877.

The Crimes Committed Yesterday in 
Various Sections. 
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GREAT STREET SENSATION. 

‘ Svecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
New Yous, Jau. 14—A skillfully-planned 
daylight game of garroting and robbery was 
fortunately foiled this morning by the watch- 
fulness of a private detective. Henry Nevers, 
ol Whitney & Loud, paper manufacturers, 
was sent to the Second National Bank, at Fifth 
avenue and Twenty-third street, for $2,700, with 
which to pay the hands. Some ove luformed a 
gang of thieves, who prepared to garrote and 
rob Nevers. A fast borse and light wagon were 
hired. The programme was for one man to 
drive the horse, another to follow Nevers and 
give his comrades a signal if be had the money 


in his possession, and for John Mor- 
ris Clark, aged 35, of St. Louis, and 
Joseph McCabe, aged 32, of this city, 


to do the robbing. The man who was to follow 
Nevers succeeded in shadowing him from the 
bank to the corner of Thirty-first street abd 
Ninth avenue, and, in sending word through a 
confederate to Clark and McCabe, that their 
intended victim had the $2,700 in cash on 
his person in a certain pocket, and that 
the best place of attack would be 
Thirty-first street, east of the corner 
of Ninth avenue. The confederate met the men 
on Ninth avenue, and this proceeding was 
noticed by Henry F. Hunter, a private detect- 
ive, who suspected from their movements that 
something was wrong. Waen Hunter saw 
Clark and MeCabe get out of the wagon and 
hurrietily walk toward Thirty-first street, he 
followed hem. The horse was stopped at the 


coruer ‘Ninth avenue and Thigty-first 
street, on the opposite corner 
Hunter posted bimseif. Clark and McWUabe 


turned up Thirty-ürst street, coming down 
which was Nevers, followed by one of the gang. 
Just as Nevers was about to pass, Clark, by a 
sudden movement, placed his arm around 
Nevers’ throat, bent him backward. and McCabe 
atruck at his head with a long piece of lead-pipe 
Wrapped up @ brown paper. The blow missed 
Nevers’ head, but fell upon his lett shoulder and 
stanned him. Just as the two were about to 
rife his pockets, Hunter rushed upov them 
with a loud cry of Murder!“ And Clark and 
McCabe jumped into the vehicle and started 
the horses at a furious gait up Ninth avenue. 
Hunter pursued them, and raised the cry, 
“Stop, thief!“ They turned the corner of 
Thirty-fourth street, where Hunter jumped into 
a vender’s wagon and induced the driver 
to give chase. The excitement along 
the street was very great, the people all erving, 
„Stop, thief!’’ but not a policeman was seen. 
When Clark and McCabe saw Hunter has 
ing them with a good horse, McCabe turned 
and pointed a large navy revolver at him. 
Hunter drew a revolver in turn, and pointed it 
at McCabe, who subsided. With furious speed 
the highwaymen went down the street 
to Eleventh avenue. Turning the corner 
sharply and driving to Forty-sixth street, 
they turned there and droveto Fifth avenue. It 
being a straight drive from Eleventh avenu@to 
Fitth, the race was very rapid, dangerous, and 
extremely exciting. The chase down Fitth 
avenue became more exciting than ever, for Mc- 
Cabe beat his horse more viciously, and the 
animal was now on a full run, while the old 
horse behind was follewing at a terrific rack, and 
the vender was yelling as loudly as he could 
„Stop, thief!’? Thus the race went until the 
corner of Twenty-seventn strect was reached. 
There Officer Morris heard the cries, saw the 


life, squarely in the road of the gal- 
loping beast. He suceceded in  grasp- 
ing the ~ bridle firmly andl hold- 
ing it. ~He was dragged along to 


horse to a standetill. Clark jumped out and 
attempted to knock Morris down. McCabe 
also jumped, drew his revolver, pointed it at 
the officer’s head, and threatened to shoot if he 
did not let the horse go. McCabe’s revolver 
was knocked out of his hand by a 
bystander just as Morris had drawn 
his own weapon and was about to fire. With the 
assistance of Hunter, Clark and McCabe were 
both disarmed and handcuffed. On McCabe’s 
person was round a number of false keys anda 
air of brass knucklgs. McCabe was sent to 
brate Prison some five years ago for highway 
robbery, but Clark is not kuown to the police. 


ALLEGED ABORTION,

HOOLEY’S TUEATRE. 

The first appearance here of Mme. Elizabeth Von 
Stamwitz as an English actress wae greeted last 
evening by an audience which evidently was com- 
posed of refined and cultured people. The lady 
had a generous welcome. and was called be- 
fore the curtain at the end of every act— 
a mark of respect which is but rarely 
accorded to artists who occupy a more secure post- 
tion in publicesteem. Mme, Von Stamwitz has 
won the applanse of her own countrymen. among 
whom she has been esteemed for several years as 
an actress of great merit. Her initial efforts in 
English drama—laborinz, as she does necessarily, 
under the difficulty of straggling with a foreign 
tongue over which she has not yet acquired the 
mastery—deserve respectful consideration, and a 
patient overlooking of such defects, in manner as 
wellas accentuation, as will be sure to occur to any 
audience on a casual survey of her performance, It 
was a hopeful sign of her ultimate success that she 
grew in favor with her anditofs as the play 
progressed; and we mnst admit this to be some- 
thing of a triumph when it is considered that 
the play was a very uninteresting one.

GEORGE EAGER. 


One of His Counsel Serving as a Member of 

. the New Grand Jury. 

The selection of John Graham, Mr. Trude's part - 
ner, as @ member of the new Grand Jury ripens 
a little matter that has been on file in this office 
for some days past. So far as developed it 
touches only the Eager cases, both of which are 
now pending in the Criminal Court. The facts 
are so well known and of so recent date that a 
resume is almost unnecessary. Eager had for a 
long time a monopoly of the professional bail 
business at the Armory, and this together with 
his manner of working the woe-begone creatures 
of Cheyenne had made him comparatively a 
wealthy man. Capt. O'Donnell, upon taking charge 
at the Armory, resolved upon the extinction of all 
such parasites, and Eager was almost tne first to 
come under his notice. A Mississippian named 
Dahlanist was robbed of $1,460 by Teenie Daven- 
port, a depraved inmate of a ‘‘Biler avenue” 
ranche kept by one Jennie Love. The giri gave 
the money to her mistress, aad she in turn to Liz- 
zie Meyer, a girl on intimate terms witha Clark 
street grocer of the same name. The women 
** squealed” to Capt. O'Donnell, and it was proven 
at the trial that Eager received $200 as his share. 
There was every evidence that the police had dis- 
covered an organized ring of robbers and thieves. 
The fight was made on Eager, who, it was claimed, 
was the devil inthe bush,—the head of the gang, 
—and he was convicted and recommended toa year 
in the Penitentiary. A motion was made for a new 
trial, but this has not yet been fully argued. The 
next case was his implication in the Stein cloth 
robberies. 

As may be imagined, under these trials Eager 
has worked like a beaver and spent his money 
freely. He has 8 about the County Building 
continually. Once he made bold to enter the 
State s Attorney’s office, and there delivered a long 
harangue as to what 

„sis“ MOODY, 

a colored woman, was going to testify to in case he 
ta newtrial. He wanted them tosee the woman, 
ut Mr. Mills refused. Then Eager asked him to 
senda clerk, and again was refused, and finally, 
becoming a nuisance, was ordered from the office. 
Two men did go to see the woman, however. Now 
„Sit Moody had been bothered so much with 
George Eager wanting her to make an affidavit as 
to something about which she declares to know 
nothing, and as Hennessey and others had 
importuned both herself and her husband 
on tne same int, she learned the 
business of her callers, and at once ran out to get 
aman whom she looks up to as an adviser. This 
man, and her husband, Oliver Lewis, soon return- 
ed. Oliver asked what they wanted, and after 
some talk they left. Once since that time Eager 
met Oliver and tried to buy an affidavit from his 

wife for $5, and then for $25. 

About the beginning of the second week in 
January Eager appears to have become desponcent, 
for he tacked about in his course and consulted the 
firm of Trude & Graham, his own lawyer, Charles 
H. Reed, having wy to Washington temporarily 
on business. he reception of these two 
men atS the house of **Sis” Moody 
inspired both with a horror of ever 
attempting in the future to suborn colored wit- 
nesses, and Eager saw ai once that ‘*Sis” Moody 
and her husband, Oliver Lewis, could not be ap- 
proached personally. Indeed, both men, when 
they braced up on a couple of drinks in Bill Mar- 
ray s saloon, soon after escaping, were heard to 
remark that George Eager nor no other person 
could hire them to get colored folks to testify. 
There was altogether too much danger in such un- 


dertakings. 
EAGER’S MOTIVE 

in securing the services of Graham is plainly 7. 
parent. Graham was regularly drawn on Dec. 18 
as a member of the Grand Jury. In this — 3 
Eager fancied he saw that Graham couid be 
used as were some members of the 
last Grand Jury. The testimony of Stein- 
Oscar Burns, and other witnesses would be disbe- 
lieved, even though it was forced to a hearing in 
the Grand-Jury room, and with a packed jury the 
indictment of Eager would be an impossibility. 
That Grabam secured his appointment on the jury 
simply for the purpose of handling this case is not 
hkely, however, for he was drawn Dec. 17.

BARLY LAST WEEK 
a person representing himself as Graham visited, it 
is said, the colored man at bis house, and began by 
asking for something in the colored line, and 
asked whata good colored witness would cost. 
Then ensued a conversation which, it is alleged, 
ran somewhat after the following manner: 

What case do you refer to? 

„George Eager's. It is ashame the police can- 
not let him alone.“ 

‘* Why did not George come to see me himself“ 

„He says, ‘Oh, Lord, I can’t touch that colored 
man with a 400-foot pole,’ Now, what would ve 
vour price to fix up a good witness, — dis Moody, 
for instance!“ 

Well, 1 don't know, but you can depend on 
whateverIeay. If l say ‘Sis’ Moody and Oliver 
will go to your office and read over the testimony 
which you want her to swear to, I will name my 
price, and want it cash down when they get on 
their ‘duds,’ and are all ready to go to your 
office.” 

The alleged arrangement to suborn ‘‘ Sis” 
Moody was then entered into in detail. The next 
day the person representing himself to be Graham 
again called, and it was mutually agreed, it 
is alleged, that $200 was to de the 
compensatiop. **Sis’’ Moody was to get to swear 
as Kager wunted her to, that Lizzie Meyers kept 
all the stolen money, and spent a large portion of 
it about town, and that she had been heard to say 
that ‘‘ Eager was after bis * whack,’ but could not 
get it. The visitor atthe time complained about 
the exorbitant price, saying that Eager would only 
allow so much for the job. He never returned, and 
the colored person referred to thinks he hit upon 
an easier and cheaper scheme, as it is now asserted 
that Rachel Moore, another colored woman, is ta 
swear to all that is wanted. 

It will surely be apparent to the State's-At- 
torney and the Judge that Graham's employment 
as lawyer for Eager must disqualify him from 
serving on the Grand Jury in case Kager's offenses 
should be brought before it, which is not at all un- 


likely.

THE SUPREME COURT. 


IS A WOMAN DEAD IN LAW WHEN SEE RE- 
NOUNCES A LEGAL RiIcGuT? 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sruinerre tp, III., Jag. 14.—The attention of 
the Supreme Court was occupied this afternoon in 
hearing arguments on the contest over the New- 
berry will case, in which the Trustees of the prop- 
erty hope to secure an overruling of the decision 
of Judge Williams, who some months ago decided 
that the collateral heirs of the late Walter New- 
berry are now entitled to a division of the immense 
estate left by him. The case was argued on behalf 
of the Trustees by Messrs. Isham and Boutelle, 
and for the heirs by Messrs. Dexter and McCagg. 
The propositions debated were two,—first, Does 
the renunciation of the widow make her deed in 
law and 

THEREBY CREATE AN ACCELERATION 
ofthe remainder? and, second, does the word 
** survivorsbip mean those living at the death of 
the last surviving daughter, or those who may be 
in existence at the decease of the widow? The 
argument was opened by Mr. Boutelle, whoclaimed 
that the will provided that if the widow should re- 
nounce the provision made for her the property set 
apart would revert to and become a part of the 
testator's estate in the hands of his Trustees. Tue 
will provided for the distribution of the property 
on the termination of three lives, and isin no way 
affected by the widow’s renunciation. The distri- 
bution provided for is a final one, and cannot hap- 
pen until the death of the widow, as the other two 
lives have terminated. The will also provides that 
certain specified property shall not be sold or mort- 
gaged during the lifetime of any of the lives, nor 
until it shall be necessary for the Trustees to make 
a final decision. 
MR. BOUTELLE’S POINTS. 

Touching the laws of acceleration. Mr. Boutelle 

held that an application of them to the case at bar 


would determine— ' 

1. That the estate, as claimed by the appellees, is not 
a remainder immediately expectant, or a particular 
estate which nas failed, for the reason that the testator 
provided what was to be done on the failure of the 
estate given to his wife. 

2. The remainder to the testator’s collateral kindred 
is a contingent, and not a vested, remainder, for the 
reason of the uncertainty as to the persons who would 
be alive at the death of the widow. 

3. The property claimed by the complainants ts not 


the propery in * the wife was to have a life es- 
tate. The complamhants claim one-half of the entire 
estate, while the wife was to have only the homestead 
and $10,000 annually. aay | say the annuity was a 
charge on the entire estate. he testator did not so 
willit. Asmall fraction of the estate would produce 
the annuity. The charge is only upon as much of it as 
is needed to produce the annutty. 

4. The remainder is not accelerated, because it was 
the intention of the testator that the ulterior devisees 
should not take till the terminané® of three lives, for 
the reason that the property given to the wife for life 
can be said to be given in remainder to the ulterior 
lives. It lea very small fraction of what is given to 
them, and, until the death of the wife, it cannot be 
ascertained which of these descendants to take. 
The testator must also have contempla accumula- 
tions. If the wife had accepted the will there must 
have been accumulations. As the increase does not go 
to the ulterior devisees, how, then, can it be said that 
accumulation was not included when she dissented 
from the will? Furthermore, the testator expressed 
the desire that the Trustees should make imvrove- 
ments on the property, and, if not so done, the mone 
accruing from the estate should be Invested in certain 
national and State securities. The testator’s first de- 
sire was that his property shold go to his lineal 
descendants, and, second, that it should be kept to- 
gether during the lives of his wife and daughters. In 
the next place, should there be no lineal descendants, 
he was anxious that the property should be kept intact 
for three lives, so that the North Side Library should 
reap all the benefit from the accumulation. 

MR. DEXTER 

took up the gauntlet for the heirs. He said that 
eight nieces and nephews and twenty-six grand- 
nieces and nephews constitute the complaimants. 
The public of Chicago, through counsel, unite in 
supporting the biil. The widow bas no interest in 
the controversy. On the death of the last surviv- 
ing daughter without issue, the ulterior devisees 
were in a position to take, as the renunciation by 
the widow accelerated the division. It does not 
appear from the will that the testator intended an 
accumulation, or he would have specified an 
amount. Nor was it his intention to have 
it accumulate up to a fixed time, or he would have 
fixed the date, nor until the death of his wife, who 
might survive one or both of his daughters. And 
yet it could not be distributed, nor was it to be dis- 
tributed upon the death of his daughters, because 
the wife’s interest remained a charge. Nor was it 
to leave any part of the estate undisposed of, be- 
canse he provided that legacies might fall or 
should become part of the .residuary estate; nor 
was it in default of issue of the daughters that any 
person, save the complainants, should take his 
estate, for he nowhere created any trust in favor 
of such person. 

THE PRIMARY INTENTION OF THE WILL 
was the provision for his wife and daughters, for 
life only as to them, and the second was, in default 
of issue to the daughters, to provide for his col- 
lateral relatives and the city where he had pros- 
pered. Death has terminated the estate of the 
daughters. The three persons, daughters and 
widow, had only a life-interest, showing that the 
alternative limitation was the end of the estate, 
not the lives, according to the rule as laid down 
by Jarman, —a limitation of a remainder takes ef- 
fect in every event which removes the prior 
estate out of the way. The remuneration by 
the widow is the removal of a prior estate, 
and, hence, the claims of the complainants 
are accelerated. This proposition Mr. Dexter 
elaborated from every possible standpoint, and 
numerous decisions were cited sustainingit. He 
could not see why there should bea delay in the 
distribution. The necessities of the pudlie and 
the complainants demanded it. The testator-did 
not intend a HMlatus between the provision for bis 
daughters and his collateral relations. 

MR. M’CAGG, 
complainants, took up 
the question of survivorship. The estate 
produces a gross income of $97,000 and 
a net income of $27,000. „ The property 
is capable of easy and just division. The 
complainants are the lawful heirs. A postpoue- 
ment of the division of the property in favor of 
the library and complainants as soon as pro- 
vision for the widow and daughters became unnec- 
essary is inconsistent with the epirit of the will, and 
the testator had no such intention. He had not 
thought of accumulation, nor of investment, ex- 
cept so far as specified in the will, and the inten- 
tion of the tèstator is to be found in the entire will, 
not in isolated cases. The construction 
claimed by the other side violates the com- 
mon sense of the testator. Should such 
construction be held to be the law, then the Tras- 
tees hold the property till the death of the widow. 
They are responsible to no one. The purpose of 
the trust is the distribution of the property, and 
while the estate lies idle the devisees are in want, 
and the people of Chicago wait for their library 
until the death of an individual who has no inter- 
est, and the widow who has relinquished her right 
So far as it is concerned she is 
dead, and the collateral relatives living at the date 
of her renunciat®en and the death of the last 
dauchter, are the survivors. This line of argu- 
ment Mr. McCagg elaborated at great length. 
MR. ISHAM, 

for the Trustees, closed the argument, and his 
point was that it was impossible to determine the 
class of surviving desccudants to whom the estate 
should go until after the widow's death, and until 
this class is ascertained the poesible members of it 
are constantly changing, and be cite numerous 
decisions from the English and Awerican reports 
to fortify his position. The arguments lasted 
nearly six hours, and the case was taken under ad- 
visement. 

One of the counsel for complainant has not much 
faith ip his case. He stated to your correspond- 
eut that tac limitation of the will expressed in the 
clause immediately after ‘‘the decease of my 
wife was too explicit. 

A FORMALITY. 

The Supreme Court to-day paid a formal official 
visit to the Governor, and was received in the 
Governor's parior by his Excellency and the State

THE FRUIT ORDINANCE. 
JUDGE M’ ALLISTER UPSETS IT. 

Judge McAllister filed his opinion in the matter 
of the Fruit Ordinance, and, under it, the cases 
against the seventy-six dealers arrested for vio- 
lating its provisions will fall to the ground. Three 
of them. it will de remembered, were tried, a

Among all the grants of power none can be found to 
authoriae the City Couneil to interfere in the whole- 
sale trade of this great and important com- 
merce by placing restrictions upon the rights of dispo- 
sition and contract in the manner assumed by the ordi- 
nance, —in short to ate the common law as pre- 
served by a general statate of the State. The only 
granted power which tends to give support to any in- 
terference 3 viz. * 10 late the sale of 

poultry. fis utter eese, lard, vegeta 
rovisions, and to provide for place an 
the same.

being enumerated and not belonging to the same

construction, this subject matter, that is, fruits and 
berries, could be brought within the power to regulate 
sales, which I deny, stil] the ordinance is unreasonable 
in restraint of trade inst the principles of the com- 
mon law, against the law of the State, and against the 
general — — of the c ration. One ofthe objec- 
tions is sufficient to render it void. 

All by-laws are to be reasonable, and ought to be 
for the common benefit and not private advantage of 
any 2—— ron; and must consonant to the 
public laws and statutes > ry: tothem. Under 
a general power to make by-laws, a by-law cannot be 
made to restrain trade. 

Ifany one doubts as to the ordinance being in re- 
straint of trade, unreasonabie and oppressive, let him 
read the second section: All fruits or berries, fresh 
or dried, sold or offered for sale in the City of Chicago, 
in packages. should be of equal goodness in every part 


of the package. 

With the temptation present by giving half the 
penalty to the informer. I unde e to say that if this 
ordinance be held valid in two years’ time no man. not 
reckiess enough to become a professional smuggler, 
would dare engage in the business, unless the City 
Council can reform nature as respects these, her most 
delicate and transitory productions. For the reasons 
given I think the ordinance clearly void and judgment 
will go for defendant. 


IN GENERAL. 
THE WHISKY CASES. 

New pleas were filed yesterday by Pahlman & 
Rush, O. L. Mann, Isaac Waixel, Dickenson, 
Leach & Co., A. C. Hesing, and the South Branch 
Distilling Company in the whisky assessment 
cases against them. They do not set up substan- 
tially any new defense at all. In each case the de- 
fendants deny specifically each charge of making or 
disposing of crooked whisky. Some of them 
charge that the assessment was made without evi- 
dence, others that it was made by a conspiracy, and 
still others that it was in general terms irregular. 
Mr. Hesing does not set up his pardon 
in his new plea. Demurrers will be filed to-day to 
all these pleas, and it is expected the cases will go 
to the Supreme Court in this shape before any trial 


on the facts. 

An extra amount of crookedness was developed 
yesterday in one of the whisky cases against the 
Sagetown Distillery. Mr. Thomson, the Assistant 
District- Attorney, was taking a default against the 
bondsmen, when one of them, Mr. J. B. Smith, 
residing at No. 954 Michigan avenne, arose and 
said he had never signed the bond in question, nor 
had he ever even seen it. He stated that he had 
frequently signed bonds for contract- 
ors, etc., and probably some 
had seen his signature and forged it. 
Judge Blodgett, on hearing this statement, 
ordered the suit to be dismissed as to Mr. Smith.

MUTUAL AUTOPSY SOCIETY. 


The Mémbers Pledge Themselves to Sun 
mit to Dissection After Death. | 
London Daily Telegraph. P 
According to the Paris Temps—a grave and 
decorous journal, very rarely indulging in the 
vagaries of anecdotage in which such sprightly 
sheets as the Figaro and the Gaulois take de- 
light—a society has been formed in Paris for 
the purpose of enabling the members thereof 
to cut one another up. The gentlemen are 
not, as mig at be inferred from the premises, 
literary or artistic critics. They are only a body 
of physicians, surgeons, anthropologists, and 
savants who have formed themselves into a 
Mutual Autopsy Society, each member pledg- 
ing himself to give up his remains after death 
to be dissected by his surviving friends. 
When a member departs this life his brethren 
meet in the salon of a restaurant, dine gayly, 
and, after coffee, a box is placed on the table 
containing a number of glass vessels, in which 
the relics of the member deceased, the found- 
er of the feast, are carefully preserved in 
spirits. The Temps adds a story, which has a 
close resemblence toa canard, abouta sick 
member of the Society who, with unpardonable 
carelessness, called in a brother member asa 
medical attendant. The Society had been for 
along time bereftofa subject“ for dissec- 
tion; and naturally the patient was very soon 
promoted to a glass bocal and a bath of spirits 
of wine. Our Parisian contemporary, in 
chronicling the alleged establishment of this 
strange association, observes in 
prevailing morbid objec 
tion to dissection in cases where it is 
medically desirable, the Mutual Autopsy 
Society may play a useful part. Whether the 
notice of the Society be a fact or a hoax, the 
idea is not by any means an original one. Set- 
ting aside the numerous cases of persons who, 
moved by recklessness or greed of gain, have 
sold their bodies to the surgeons, we have in 
the itlustrious philosopher, legist, and econo- 
mist, Jeremy Bentham, an example of a man of 
learning, virtue, and culture deliberately be- 
queathing bis mortal remains in furtherance of 
the advancement of science. Mr. Bentham 
died in 1832, at the advanced age of 85, lea 
his corpse asa legacy to his friend and ph 
cian, Dr. Southwood Smith, who dissected the 
body secundum artem, aud three days aftor the 
philosopher’s death lectured upon him ina 
prepared state at the School of Anatomy, 
Webb street, Maze Pond. For some years 
afterwards the mortal frame of the good Jere- 
my, dressed in his habit as he lived, used to be 
made the subject of an annual oration before a 
body of philosophers and medical and scierttific 
men, whose place of meeting was in a large hall 
in Great Windmill) street, Haymarket, which 
subsequently became the habitat of Dubourg’s 
wax-work exhibition, and of that curious me- 
chanical toy, the * centrifugal railway.“ Event- 
ually the philosopher’s skull fell off, and a new 
wax head, in the exact likeness of the deceased, 
was modeled by that skillful artist, Miss Mar- 
garet Gillies. Jeremy Bentham’s bequest, ail 
whimsical as it seemed, was in reality dictated 
by the most humane and enlightened considera- 
tions. At the penod of his death the énor- 
mities of Burke and Hare and the 2 
prevalence of body-snat ching in England 
created a popular scare and a frenzied outcry 
against the practice of anatomy. ea for 
dissection could not without the greatest 
difficulty be obtained, and 5 very bigh 
prices in the surgical market, and Mr. Bentham 
in bequeathing his mortal coil to Dr. Southwood 
Smith, probably thought that he was setting an 
example of liberality which others of his friends, 
as superior to prejudice as he himself had been, 
would follow with alacrity. But neither Mr. 
Grote nor the elder nor the younger Mul fol- 
lowed his example, and England has not en- 
joyed the boon of a Mutual Autopsy Society.

JOHN BUEHLER. 
ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION. 

Quite an excitement was caused yesterday morn- 
ing by the announcewent, bawled through the 
public thoroughfares and the street cars, that Mr. 
John Buehler, the banker, had been murdered. 
Subsequent developments showed that this was an 
exaggeration, yet the circumstance of the attempt- 
ed assassination of so well-known a citizen as Mr. 
Buehler was enough to ¢reate a strong public inter- 
est. The affair happened in this wise: About half - 
past 9 o'clock Mr. Bueller stepped out of his bank, 
at the corner of Chicago and Milwaukee avenues, 
and was proceeding quietly along the street when 
he was suddenly assailed by one Michael Marso, 
who drew an old-fashioned dagger from his pocket 
and made t thrusts at his victim. The fired 
blow was delivered at the head, but it only suc- 
ceeded in making a slight wound over the left eye. 
Mr. Buehler threw up his arm in seif-defense, and 
the blade descended upon it, inflicting a severe but 
not dangerous wound.
